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Vienna, December 8. ' 
HEY write from Hermanftad in Tran- 
filvania, that a Body of about 4000 
of the Rebels appearing near Claufen- 
burg, 300 Imperial Horfe fell upon them 
unawates, and after a Difpute 
kill'd 1200 of them and put the reft to flight, with 
the lofs of 100 Men on our fide. On the 6th Major 
General Forgatz arriv’d here from General Schlick : 
Since his coming "tis reported the Rebels are Matters 
of Turnau.. On the 6th at Night General Schlick 
with 2 Regiments entred’ Presbourg, and the fame 
Evening Berezeni with a ftrong Body of the Rebels 
was advanc’d within 2 Leagues of thar Place: Where- 
upon the Inhabirants of the open Country have begun 
to conveigh their beft Effects hither. Throughout 
this whole Province of Lower Auftria every Tenth 
Man is order’d to appear Arm’d, (every Fifth Man is 
warn’d to hold himfelf in a Readinefs to march like- 
wife if there fhould be occafion) and the Marthal of 
the Lower Auftria, the Count of Egelfort, is to go 
to the Frontiers of Moravia to draw thefe Forces to- 
ether. Géneral Palfi is arriv’d here Poft, Prince 
Bogen of Savoy being preparing to go to Iraly, Ge- 
neral Heyfter is expected here to difcharge the 
Functions of chief Prefident of the Council of War 
ings Highnefs’s Abfence. 
Upper Auftria, Dec. it. We have an Account 
from Hungary, that the Rebels have 2 Regiments 
of Regular Troops, one cloath’d in Blue the other in 
Red; havetaken Erla, Leurfch, Lewents, Neufol, 
and Neutra; and befieg’d Thurnau, Cafchau and 
Peft, which Jaft ‘tis thought they will carry, there 
being no Succours at hand to relieve it. It is con- 
firm’d from Tyrol, that the Governour of Kufftein, 
having march’d out with 600 Bavarians, intending 
to attack Rarrenburg, was fallen upon at Kizbuhi by 
the Imperialifts, who kill’d 300 of his Men and took 
200 Prifoners, among them the Governour himfelf 
the Baron of Seafeldt, who had receiy’d a Shot, 
through the Body. 
From the Danube, Dec. 11. The Rebels being ad- 
vanc’d within 2 Leagues of Presburg, the People of 
the open Country between. that Place and Vienna, 
are in'a mighty Confternation ; And even at Vienna 
they are in no little Apprehenfion. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Dec. 22. 
Vienna, Dec. 8. The Generals Palfi ami Forgatz, 
who are arriv'’d here from Hungary, report, that the 
Rebcls are grown fo powerful, that General Schlick 
has been oblig’d to retire before them, firfl to Leopol- 
ftad and thence toPresburg. Pr.Eugene of Savoy,who 
was preparing to go for Italy, will defer his Journey, 
his Prefence being at this Juncture abfolutely needful 


here. The Body commanded by General Schlick will 


be reinfore’d by the Danith Troops that have ferv'd 
in Italy, by fome Regiments of the Forces under 
General Herbeville, and the Recruits that are raifing 
in Bohemia, Count Caroli, with a ftrong Detach- 
ment of the Rebels, is marching to attack the Fortrefs 
of Radiz on'the Frontiers of Moravia. ;

‘The Nobility and 
Gentry of the Spanith Netherlands have made great 
Complaints of the ordering all the Regiments of thofe

better than banifhing the Noblemen and Genrlemen 
that command them out of their own Country; and 
‘the Soldiers are no lefs diffatisfied about it, faying, 
That having taken Arms for upholding the Rights of 
Philip V. in their Native Country, which is in danger 
of the Enemy, it is but juft they fhould ftay in ir to 
defend it, and not be’ fent into a Forreign Country. 
The King is a little touch’d with thefe Complaints, 
yet coldly anfwer’d the Deputies that came to defire 
him to leffen the Number of the faid Troops that 
were order’d for Spain, That feeing the Subjeéts of the 
Catholick King his Grandfin, fhew'd fome Repugnance 
to ge to dejend him, he would fend a Supply of bw own 
Subje&s. So his Majefty has order’d that only 10 
Regiments of Walloons or Flemings fhall march 
from the Spanifh Netherlands, inftead of the 18 be- 
fore refolv’d on, and that the Number fhall be made 
up with 3 French Regiments ; all which Troops are 
in Motion.
